Enact laws, both federal and state 
to force leftwing propagandists and 
undercover party operators into the 
open. (This column recently recom- 
mended the communists, voting the 
communist ticket but hiding their 
registration, be driven into the open 
by a requirement that any political 
party must have a_ registration 
equaling 3 per cent of the vote at 
the preceding general election.) 

Set up legal machinery to 
strengthen defenses against actual 
physical sabotage by subversive ele- 
ments. (Farmers, who have been 
more subject to acts of sabotage 
than any other group, have de- 
manded protection of this type for 
years on end.) 

Analyze our educational system to 
determine where it has failed to in- 
culcate students with an apprecia- 
tion of American democracy. 

And strengthen the laws to elim- 
inate politics and radical domina- 
tion in SRA. (This is something all 
major farm organizations have long 
advocated). 

It is unfortunate, perhaps, that it 
took the threat of war—and the 
tragic object lesson overseas — to 
bring California to a realization of 
radical infiltration and all that it 
portends. But it is fortunate, in- 
deed, that the state is finally arous- 
ed—and is prepared to deal with 
the situation. 

The “fifth column” has made war 
on California agriculture for many 
years past. It has made war in the 
cities, too, through radical labor 
czars, who tied up business and in- 
dustry—but farmers were the first 
to fight back and call a spade a 
spade in doing so. If California is 
finally awake, however, the days of. 
the “fifth column” are numbered!

Checks World’s Fair Homes 


New York, N. Y.—This Summer 48 
typical American families in homes of 
their own for a week will live amgng the 
wonders of the New York World’s Fair. 

Stewart McDonald, Federal Housing 
Administrator, recently inspected the two 
homes now being built on the Fair 
Grounds which will house the lucky fam- 
ilies from every State in the Union. 
Joining him was Harvey D. Gibson, chair- 
man of the board of the World’s Fair. 

The homes are typical of thousands in 
the $2,500 to $3,500 range being built 
this year under the FHA’s 1940 pro- 
gram. They comply with FHA minimum 
construction requirements and would be 
eligible for FHA-insured mortgage 
financing. 

Families who will live in them during 
their stay at the Fair will receive all 
expenses from the time they leave home 
until they return. The families are now 
being chosen through local contests.

“ EATH-DEALING airplanes ride

American Aid Expected 

| LONDON; (iP) — Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill told the house 
of commons today that a “colossal 
military disaster” had been suffered 
|in Flanders, but that 335,000 Allied 
: troops had been miraculously res- 
| cued and that “we shall not be con- 
; tent with a defensive war” against 
Adolf Hitler. 

' The Prime Minister told of the 
| Battle of Flanders in which the 
British alone lost 30,000 killed, 
| wounded or missing. He warned the 
nation to be prepared for the Ger- 
mans to strike at Paris or London 
because Hitler has “the whole of 
the channel ports in his hands and 
we have been told he has a plan for 
‘invading the British Isles.” 

, There ,was a “victory inside the 
' deliverance” of Allied troops from 
the German trap in Flanders and it 
was scored by the British air force, 
Churchill said, but he warned the 
nation against considering the de- 
liverance a victory “because wars 
are not won by evacuations.” 

In a dramatic passage of his 
speech, Churchill referred indirectly 
to America. He said that even in 
the unbelievable possibility that the 
British Isles were subjugated the 
empire and the fleet would carry on 
until ‘in God’s good time the new 
world with all its power and might 
steps forth to the liberation and 
rescue of the old.”
